RIVERSIDE— Despite the conten­ 
tions of oil company officials, gasoline 
prices in Marin still are high compared 
to what you have to pay in many other 
areas of the state. 
Start at the Oakland airport, for in­ 
stance. 
If you are planning an air trip with 
departure from Oakland airport, plan 
to buy your gas there; on a tank full 
you can save the difference between 
the toll on the Golden Gate Bridge and 
the Richmond-San Rafael bridge. 
In Riverside the saving is even 
greater. 
Gas company officials condemn Los 
Angeles as a low-brow area where cut 
rates on gasoline might be expected. 
But prices are even lower in River­ 
side and there is nothing low-brow 
about Riverside. It might be described 
as the Marin of Southern California— 
if such a thing could exist. Only with 
favorable gasoline prices, about three 
cents per gallon under Marin’s. 
You can be sure that gasoline com­ 
panies have an explanation for this. 
But the explanation doesn’t change the 
fact that almost nobody in California 
pays more for gas than do Marin resi­ 
dents. 


PERRIS — If you ever wondered 
what happened to the third-rail elec­ 
tric cars that once carried commute 
passengers from Marin down to the 
Sausalito ferry landing, you can get at 
least a partial explanation at the 
‘ Orange Empire Trolley Museum” in 
this Riverside County community. 
The museum describes itself as an 
• institute of obsolete technology” and 
contains about 50 electric rail cars and 
an equal number of ancient autos and 
trucks in various stages of disrepair. 
The casual passerby could well con­ 
sider the “museum” as a kind of spe­ 
cialized junk yard. 
Among the pieces of “junk” is a for­ 
mer Northwestern Pacific third-rail 
electric car which served Marin com­ 
muters long and faithfully. 
You would hardly recognize it. It 
long since was fitted with a trolley. It 


is a faded red and carries the name of 
the Los Angeles Metropolitan Railway. 
NWP sold some of the cars to the L.A. 
transit system after their service in 
Marin was finished. One of them at 
least is being preserved for any who 
care to take a look. 
Only one car separates the old NWP 
car from a couple of its cousins that 
served on the San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay Bridge. These include one of the 
earliest models to traverse the bridge 
and one of those handsome “stream­ 
lined” Key System cars that were the 
last to cross the bridge before the rails 
were removed. 
Many of the 50 “trolleys” in the 
museum will still run and on weekends 
they are actually operated over a short 
stretch of track, for the enjoyment of 
museum visitors. 
The short stretch of track is being 
extended toward the center of town. 
Perris may well become the first 
California town to develop trolley serv­ 
ice since who-can-remember-when. 


OAKLAND AIRPORT— If you want 
to avoid that monumental car-parking 
mess at San Francisco International, 
try Oakland’s new air terminal. Sched­ 
ules in and out are not as frequent, but 
the convenience more than offsets thi3 
deficiency. 
With a little luck, you can park your 
car so that the walk from auto to ticket 
counter is shorter than the walk from 
ticket counter to airplane. 
Further, passenger traffic is lighter 
in and out of Oakland; your chances 
of getting a good seat are better. (You 
have less chance of winding up in the 
middle of the three-seat row.) 
Driving time from Marin to the Oak­ 
land Airport is perhaps 30 per cent 
less than the time it takes to get to San 
Francisco International. Bridge toll is 
higher, but parking is much less ex­ 
pensive. 
Increasing numbers of “smart” Ma- 
rinites are beginning to use Oakland’s 
new air terminal.

WASHINGTON (JD-Vlet 
Nam is President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s Cuba. 
Johnson, in a way, is doing 
to the Communist world in 
Viet Nam what President John 
F. Kennedy did to it with the 
Cuban missile showdown in 
1962, even though the two sit­ 
uations may not seem parallel. 
In 1962 Kennedy, then 21 
months in office, dealt direct­ 
ly with Premier Nikita Khru­ 
shchev, which made the issue 
seem more simple and clear- 
cut, since the clamorous Khru­ 
shchev had put the missiles in 
Cuba and was obviously in 
charge. 


JOHNSON, NOW 15 months 
In office, is forcing a show­ 
down directly with the North 
Vietnamese Communists and 
indirectly with Red China and 
Russia, which say they support 
North Viet Nam. 
But Red China in this case 
Is totally unpredictable. And 
Khrushchev’s 
successors 
in 
the Kremlin are, compared 
with him, as quiet, shadowy 
and strange as sleepwalkers. 
Just because they are, there 
Is uncertainty about them — 
whether they hold the reins 
and can make decisions or are 
only front men in transition 
between Khrushchev and some 
more forceful leadership to 
come. 


THIS DOUBLE uncertainty 
about what to expect — from 
Red China and Russia—makes 
Johnson’s problem even spook­ 
ier than Kennedy’s. 
When Khrushchev put his 
missiles in Cuba he was test­ 
ing the American will to re­ 
sist. If permitted to remain, 
they would have been a perma­ 
nent, close-up threat to the 
United States. Kennedy order­ 
ed Khrushchev to take them 
out. 
The United States, if it had 
failed this challenge, would 
have suffered not only a mili­ 
tary disaster but a political 
one, too, as a world leader. 
The course of history might 
have changed. 


COMMUNIST POWER would 
have increased world-wide, for 
American allies — and others 
hopeful of American support 


against 
communism — would 
have been justified In being 
dubious about U. S. leadership 
and reliability thereafter. 
In this country there is di­ 
vided opinion on what tha 
United States should do about 
Viet Nam. It ranges from go­ 
ing all-out to getting out. Argu­ 
ment aside, what follows is 
based on what Johnson did 
and his problem in doing it. 
Johnson has apparently seen 
his problem as basically sim­ 
ilar to Kennedy’s. 
Although 
the United States had poured 
men and supplies into South 
Viet Nam to stop the Red guer­ 
rillas, South Viet Nam was 
losing. 


THE 
GUERRILLAS 
wera 
winning so consistently they 
felt 
emboldened 
to 
attack 
American bases in South Viet 
Nam. This, too, was a chal­ 
lenge to American power and 
leadership. If permitted to go 
on, 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
would have been even more 
discouraged. The United States 
struck back by bombing North 
Viet Nam. 
In ordering these air strikes, 
Johnson was taking a chance, 
just as Kennedy did, for in this 
the 
Communists 
might not 
back up and Red China and 
Russia might go to the aid of 
North Viet Nam. 
There was the other chance: 
That Red China, still lacking 
nuclear weapons, would not 
want to get directly into the 
Viet Nam war although a lack 
of bombs didn’t stop the Chi­ 
nese from going into the Ko­ 
rean War in 1950. 


THE MEMORY OF what 
they did in Korea puts a 
creepy element into Johnson’s 
calculations about stepping up 
the war in Viet Nam. 
But 
Kennedy didn’t know what 
Khrushchev would do, either, 
when he confronted him on 
Cuba. 
Johnson probably can’t guess 
what to expect from Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin and Com­ 
munist Party boss Leonid L 
Brezhnev, Khrushchev’s suo 
cessors. Their subdued con­ 
duct since taking over last 
October makes them mystery 
men.

Rumor, Speculation 
-Hong Kong Style

As with any closed society, 
China’s secrecy generates ru­ 
mors. Here are some of the 
latest. I lack the inside intelli­ 
gence to evaluate them, but 
they do come from rather reli­ 
able Hong Kong sources. Here 
they are—something to chew 
on. 


ONE 
CONCERNS 
China’s 
nuclear device. 
This rumor 
has it the explosion the Reds 
waxed so enthusiastic about 
last October was not their 
first; that an earlier, acci­ 
dental 
explosion 
destroyed 
about a third of the facilities 
at the big, new Chinese science 
city of Lanchow and knocked 
out all the electric generators 
which are vital to the produc­ 
tion of fissionable material. 
The CIA got wind of this and 
the fact that the Chinese were 
shipping 
generators 
north. 
They decided to send a U-2 
on reconnaissance and got tlie 
photos which enabled Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk to 
announce the Impending ex­ 
plosion two weeks before it 
occurred. 
Another rumor concerns tlie 
same subject, China’s atomic 
device. It wonders where China 
got the plutonium for her big 
bang. Was she able to make it 
herself? Or was it a part of 
some under-the-table deal with 
France? French plutonium for 
what? Maybe China’s ultimata

recognition of France’s inter­ 
ests in China and Viet Nam? 
This would be in keeping with 
President Charles de Gaulle’s 
vision of China as the domi­ 
nant power in Asia. 


AN ECONOMIC RUMOR is 
an attempt to explain China’s 
greatly 
expandi ng 
foreign 
trade and investment in Hong 
Kong and Southeast Asia. It 
asks, how can a nation which 
can barely feed and clothe her 
people afford all the outlay of 
gold and hard currency re­ 
quired? The rumor that has 
been going around is that the 
Chinese are mining gold in 
large amounts in Tibet, Sin- 
kiang or Inner Mongolia. Un­ 
questionably, she is paying out 
plenty of gold. This is a very 
un-Chinese lack of thrift. Is it 
being mined in China’s secret 
goldfields? Or is it just being 
mined from the sweat of the 
Chinese people in the form of 
exports to Hong Kong, France 
and gold-rich Russia? 


HONG KONG is always full 
of rumors of troop movements. 
There is always the chanca 
that they are “ plants" by the 
Chinese to confuse us. That’s 
probably why several U-2s 
have been shot down this past 
year. We evidently feel wre 
must confirm the reports of 
refugees and our agents Inside 
China with aerial photographs. 
And probably sometimes it 
turns out that the Chinese have 
just planted Information to 
lure our U-2s. 


HANOI IS A mess only a 
little less worse than Saigon, 
and some Hong Kong rumors 
concern the behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering there. There are 
pro- and anti-Red Chinese fac­ 
tions in the vaunted army, and 
widespread 
discontent 
over 
poor economic conditions. Ho 
Chi Minh tries to walk the 
tightrope between Moscow and 
Peking. Presumably, if them 
is to be escalation of tha war, 
the first move from tha other 
side will be to turn loose the 
North Vietnamese army to 
overrun the South. 
Rumors and speculation -* 
Hong Kong style. 


Actor Ronald Reagan Now Is A Big Political Figure 


Might 
Run For 
Governor

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - On 
Nov. 2, 1964, actor Ronald Rea­ 
gan went on nationwide televi­ 
sion to plead for the election of 
Republican Barry Goldwater as 
president. 


Only four months later, Cali­ 
fornia politicians are para­ 
phrasing the late Sir Winston 
Churchill, saying: “Never has 
one man gone so far, so fast 
on one speech.” 


With that one talk, apparent­ 
ly seen by millions of persons, 
the tall, handsome 53-year - old 
actor became a political figure. 
He has been mentioned as a 
candidate for everything from 
President to governor. Recently 
he was even suggested as a 
possible U.S. Senate nominee 
from his home state of Illinois. 


Reagan's political career—if

one develops—will have a close 
parallel to that of California’s 
newest U.S. senator, former ac­ 
tor George Murphy, 62. 
Murphy, also a Republican, 
defeated Pierre Salinger, news 
secretary to two presidents, to 
win his six-year Senate term in 
last November’s election. 
For 
some 
reason, 
actors 
haven’t been active as candi­ 
dates for political office in Cal­ 


ifornia, although any candidate 
for a statewide office generally 
has a troupe of actors and ac­ 
tresses as supporters. They ap­ 
pear on television and push for 
their man. 


But one virtually forgotten 
fact is that former Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon won 
his way into the U.S. Senate 
by defeating an actress in a

scorching campaign. She was 
Mrs. Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
a Democrat, who had been in 
Congress and was trying for 
the U.S. Senate in 1950. 


Movieland’s sudden interest in 
politics — or politics’ interest 
in handsome movie stars—can 
probably be credited chiefly to 
one device: Television, an im­ 
portant part of any California 


political campaign. 


California's Democratic Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown, now in the 
middle of his second term , be­ 
lieves the time is coming when 
actors and possibly actresses 
will move behind the scenes to 
the ballot. 


“ Actors in government will 
pose a greater problem as the 
years go on,’’ Brown said on a 


national 
television 
program 
(NBC’s Tonight! 
earlier 
this 
month. 


He was asked how he felt 
about the election of Murphy, 
who had been working in the 
GOP for many years but had 
never run for elective office. 


“ Well, I 
must confess it 
worries me a little bit,” he 
replied. “Senator Murphy was 
a good actor and he moved 
into our union and took over. 
Not many of us politicians are 
very good actors.” 


Reagan, still active in a mov­ 
ie and television career that be­ 
gan in 1937 with the Warner 
Brothers film “ Love Is in the 
Air,” is one of Brown’s latest 
worries. He’s seriously consid­ 
ering a bid for the governorship 
in 1966. 


“ I have promised some peo­ 
ple that I will definitely con­ 
sider running,” Reagan says. 
“ But I haven’t reached a de­ 
cision yet.” 


When the actor was in the 
Midwest earlier this month, his 
name was mentioned as a pos­ 
sible U.S. Senate candidate to 
face Illinois Sen. Paul Douglas. 
Reagan was bom in Tampico, 


111., and was a varsity football! 
player at Eureka (ill.) College, j 
Reagan, who worked as an 
active 
Democrat 
for 
former j 
P r e s i d e n t Harry Trum an’s 
1948 campaign, got around to 
changing his registration from 
Democratic to Republican only 
in 1962.

Democrat, he campaigned for 
Nixon in his unsuccessful 1962 
gubernatorial campaign and be­ 


fore that “ I voted for Eisenhow­ 
er—didn’t everyone?” 


As to political philosophy, 
Reagon says he doesn’t like 
labels such as “conservative” 
or “liberal” because “the word 
Republican was not meant to 
have a descriptive adjective 
in front. 


“ As far as I’m concerned, if 
you must use a hypen at all, 
I'm a Republican-Republican.”

World's Misery: Population Vs. Food

Thomas R. Malthus first sta­ 
ted the problem in 1798, He 
shocked England with his “ E s­ 
say on Population,” which de­ 
clared that the world faced mis­ 
ery because population increases 
faster than the means of sub­ 
sistence. 


almost constant, but in the past 
50 years the death rate has drop­ 
ped sharply. The result has been 
a phenomenal rise in the rate 
of population growth. 


This occurs, he said, be­ 
cause population increases by 
geometric progression while 
the means of subsistence in­ 
creases by arithmetical pro­ 
gression. 


Before 1900, the population 
of the world was growing at a 
rate of less than 1 per cent 
per year. Today it is over 2 
per cent. 


What he could not have fore­ 
seen was the “ population ex­ 
plosion” of the 20th Century. 
This term is not well understood 
but is relatively simple. 
The 
world birth rate has remained 


But, just as Malthus foresaw 
two-and-a-half centuries ago, the 
production of food is not increas­ 
ing on the same scale. 
Dr. Raymond Ewell, vice pres­ 
ident for research of the State 
University of New York, said re­ 
cently: 
"The world is on the thresh­ 
old of the biggest famine in his­ 
tory. Not the world we live in, 
but the underdeveloped world, 


the three poor continents of 
Asia, Africa and Latin Ameri­ 
ca.” 
“ If present trends continue,” 
said Dr. Ewell, “ it seems likely 
that famine will reach serious 
proportions in India, P akistan; 
and China in the early 1970s. fol­ 
lowed by Indonesia, Iran, Tur­ 
key, Egypt and several other 
countries within a few years, 
and then followed by most of the 
other countries of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America by 1980. 
Dr. Ewell is not alone in his 
predictions. Similar views, in 
varying degrees, are held by 
many individuals, organizations, 
governments and the United Na­ 
tions.

The solution? 
Reduce the 
rate of population growth or 
increase food production, or 


Reducing the p o p u l a t i o n 
growth means reducing the birth 
rate, Dr. Ewell says, “ since it 
is not socially acceptable to in­ 
crease the death rate.”

The word from Viet Nam was disturbingly fa­ 
miliar as the week closed. 
While South Vietnamese troops were hard press­ 
ed by Viet Cong forces 40 miles southwest of the 
Danang U.S. air base, a massive drive against the Com­ 
munist guerrillas east of Saigon was being written off 
as “not very productive.” 


There was the growing feeling around the 
world, however, that the United States had de­ 
cided to extend the war to Communist North Viet 
Nam to force a negotiated settlement on honor­ 
able grounds. 


The aim, in the words of one Saigon official, was 
to “do something we could stop doing to them in re­ 
turn for equivalent concessions.” 


A new element entered the situation when 
authoritative sources in lAjndon revealed that an 
International Control Commission report due 
Monday would accuse the United States of violat­ 
ing the 1954 Geneva agreement by bombing 
North Viet Nam. 


UPI learned that the Indian and Polish rc preserv 
tatives on the commission blamed the United States 
for breaking the accord, while Canada, the third mem­ 
ber, accused the Communists. 


Nobody was surprised Thursday when some 
2,000 screaming Russian, African and Asian stu­ 
dents attacked the U.S. embassy in Moscow in 
protest against the American raids on North Viet 
Nam. 


Inevitably the U.S. officially called upon the So­ 
viet Union (in a comparatively restrained note) to pro- 
! vide better protection for the embassy in the future.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Somc 
hard facts need scrutinizing in

This is the act which requires 
government agencies to g i v e 
preference to materials, sup­ 
plies and machinery manufac­ 
tured and produced in the Uni­ 
ted States, in buying for use in 
state projects. 


A minority report from the 
subcom m ittee has been hand­ 
ed the assem bly by F r a n k 
Lanterinan, It Pasadena, out­ 
lining reason for retaining the 
act in a thorough and com pre­ 
hensive manner. 
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Further, foreign trade c o n ­ 
tinue! to grow, rather than de­ 
crease. 


Lanterman is a militant expo­ 
nent of the free enterprise sys­ 
tem. He says, however, that the 
promotion of t r a d e between 
states and nations has no place 
in buying and selling goods for 
usage in state operations. For 
in the United States, the govern­ 
ment is not a producer or manu­ 
facturer, but a user of goods. 


He points out California if 
! number one of ail the states in 
the amount of foreign trade 
handled through its ports. And 
this, he says, is despite the 
fad the “ Buy America” act 
has been in effect since 1933. 


The assemblyman brought to 
attention a little known reason 
why in the purchase of heavy 
equipment, such as power gene- 
rators and other m aterials for 
California’s great water proj­ 
ects, it should be manufactured 
in the United States. This is be­ 
cause the Japanese-made equip­ 
ment is manufactured on the 
basis of the metric system o f! 
measurements.

He points out that in case 
of war, attack, and possible 
destruction of power plants, it 
would be virtually impossible 
to replace the equipment, or 
effectuate repairs from Ameri­ 
can manufacturers.

It long has pointed out that in 
effect, foreign g o o d s are not 
available at sm aller costs, for 
the simple reason the foreign 
goods produce no taxes for gov­ 
ernment.

A senior commented; “ Yes, I 
believe in open court for juve­ 
nile offenses. This would punish 
the parents as well as the teen. 
A fear of losing their reputations 
might tend to make parents 
more concerned about t h e i r 
young people.” 
Students voting “ no” in the 
poll feared too many adolescent 
reputations would be ruined by 
publicity. Some felt that a per­ 
son under 16 should have his 
name mentioned only in the pub­ 
licity of serious offenses. 
A junior felt the main reason 
juveniles commit crim es is to 
get publicity and thus get atten­ 
tion. He opposed any form of 
publicizing juvenile names. 
Some students could not de­ 
cide which side they were real 
ly for. One said, “ I feel publi­ 
cizing such cases wouldn't really 
help.” 
“ I’m all for reducing teen 
age crim e,” said a student. “ If 
the legislature believes o p e n 
courts will reduce crime, I feel 
it would be the right thing to 
do.”

Highway Commission “ will be 
made stronger and more inde­ 
pendent” by the package of 14 
bills relating to freeway plan­ 
ning, the author of the bills de­ 
clared this week.

Z'berg. D - Sacramento, w h o 
spoke last Saturday night at the 
Marin Conservation Council din­ 
ner, elaborated on his comments 
in an interview at the State 
Capitol. 
Highway

c h a r g e d that Z’berg’s bills 
would cripple freeway construc­ 
tion in California. 
Assemblyman Z'berg said his 
14 bills (AB 1429-42) have three 
general aims: 
1. Make sure that planning in 
the state Division of Highways 
is adequate to insure that all 
values are considered—not just 
the shortest distance between 
two points. 
Z'berg would provide a more 
varied staff in the Division of 
Highways, not just engineers. 
He wants the division of high­ 
ways to issue a report 60 days 
prior to the first public hearing 
on each freeway route, with a 
list of criteria that are being 
considered. The report would 
also be transm itted to state 
planning officials and the state 
resources Agency.

hearings, the Office of Admin 
istrative Procedure, not the Di­ 
vision of Highways, would pro­ 
vide the hearing officer.

Civic Center, 
Park Urged 
In Larkspur 


Development of a Larkspur 
civic center and park with city 
hall, library and recreation cen­ 
ter is the long-range recom­ 
mendation of City Mgr. Ronald 
E. Piper. 
In a 13-page report on munici­ 
pal space needs. Piper conclud­ 
ed that the present city hall is 
inadequate and will seriously 
ham per city functions as Lark- 
| spur grows. 
He also concluded that con­ 
struction of a separate library 
building, estimated at $161,500, 
would free space in the city hall 
that could be converted for pres­ 
ently cramped offices. This con­ 
version could take care of needs 
until 1975. he estimated. 
Piper also explored the possi­ 
bility of building a separate city 
hall and expanding the library 
throughout the first floor of the 
old building. 
He estimated cost of a city 
hall at $96.000. However, he said 
it would take a bond issue or 
some lease-purchase agreement 
to finance this. 
Library construction could be 
financed through the allowable 
30 cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion library tax. Only 11 cents of 
this is charged now, nine cents 
being used for operation and the 
balance going into a building 
fund. 
The city already owns m arsh­ 
land presently serving as a coun­ 
ty dump. This is where Piper 
suggested the civic center should 
be built. 
It would take a bond issue to 
finance this development 
Piper presented his report to 
t h e city council 
Wednesday 
night. 
If the council should not think 
the civic center plan realistic, 
Piper offered the alternate of 
constructing a new library, and 
expanding police, administrative 
and public works offices now at 
city hall into the space vacated 
by the library when it is moved 
to a new building.

CHICAGO iJP — Ernie Ter­ 
rell is the World Boxing As­ 
sociation’s heavyweight cham­ 
pion today but whether the title 
means anything after his lustily 
booed tug-of-war with 
Eddie 
Machen Friday night remains a 
big question mark. 
Terrell wants to fight the 
winner of the Cassius Clay-Son- 
ny Liston title fight, set for Bos­ 
ton May 25. The WBA, which 
dethroned Clay for signing for 
the return with Liston, wants 
him to fight Floyd Patterson, 
the ex-champion, next. 
But 
the 
towering 
Terrell, 
prompted by 
Manager Julie 
Isaacson, said he won’t fight 
Patterson because “ he never 
gave anyone a chance.” 
And sources close to Pat 
terson said he’s just going to 
wait on the Clay-Liston outcome 
hoping that Clay will win again. 
Terrell and Isaacson were 
scheduled to meet with the 
WBA’s 
executive 
committee 
today to discuss the next step. 
“ We hope to straighten out 
the mess.” said Merv McKenzie 
of Toronto, the WBA president. 
Pitching for the home town, he 
suggested a Terrell scrap with

Chuvalo in Toronto might be the 
answer Chuvalo was beaten by 
Patterson in a thriller in New 
York, Feb. 1.

The Associated Press had 
Terrell in front 71-67 on points 
and 8-4 with three even in 
rounds. On rounds Weisman had 
it 8-3-4, Doty, 8 5-2, and Duxler 
9-3-3. 


Their styles, the six-inch dif­ 
ference in height and the seven- 
inch spread in reach, helped 
make it a miserable show, con­ 
stantly marred by holding and 
spinning.

Machen, on the verge of being 
stabbed blind by Terrell’s sting­ 
ing, fast-firing left jabs to the 
face in the early rounds, kept 
bending low to avoid the punch­ 
es and tried to get inside.

Machen with his long arms and 
then popped him on the side oi 
his body. This was perfectly 
legal, said referee Weisman. but 
the 6,969 fans booed the big man 
and cheered the 9-5 under-dog 
constantly. When Terrell hit the 
spinning Machen on the back, 
the fans jeered and the referee 
warned Terrell.

Financial Report Shows Prep 
Gridders "Carry' Other Teams 


The importance of football in high school ath­ 
letics is spotlighted in a report submitted to this de­ 
partment by Miss Linda Siem of the Drake High 
School News Bureau. 
It’s a financial report on the cost of athletics and 
football stands at the head of the list, both for operat­ 
ing costs and gate receipts. 
The undefeated Drake grid 
team this year drew $4,899 in 
gate receipts for home games as 
opposed to the approximately 
$3.000 spent for grid equipment. 
Or. a profit of some $1.890. 
It’s the only sport at Drake— 
or any other Marin school -that 
makes enough money to “ carry” 
other sports. 
Baseball is the big loser. For 
example, the Drake baseball 
team has been allotted $1,519 
this season. The baseballers re­ 
turn $0 00 to the school treasury 
—a loss nearly duplicating the 
gridders’ profits. A real finan­ 
cial bath. 
Basketball is the only other 
sport to which admission is 
charged, but the Drake cagers 
this season still wound up in the 
red. Their gate receipts amount­

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Randall Gould's Career In Journalism 
Has Been A Long And Colorful One

Randall Gould’s journalistic 
career, which stretches back al­ 
most half a century across the 
Pacific to the Far East, began 
with a spark of romance tem­ 
pered by a hard-headed sense of 
reality. 
Gould edited 
the Shanghai 
Evening Post and Mercury for 
19 years, rose to the status of 
authentic “ old China hand," and 
has been consulted by Presi­ 
dents and harassed (to put it 
mildly) by Chinese Communists. 
When Communist censorship 
forced him out of Shanghai in 
1949, Gould relocated with pro­ 
fessional ease as auto editor of 
the Denver Post and in 1959 set­ 
tled in Marin and went to work 
for the Independent-Joumal. 
But wherever he went in his 
travels, Gould always carried 
enough money to take him back 
where he came from. “ Adven­ 
tures," he remarked, “ are the 
result of bad planning." 


IT ALL BEGAN with a rest­ 
lessness and a vague sense of 
the romantic, something which 
pulled Gould, raised in a small 
town in Montana, out of his 
“ conventional. Republican, stay- 
at-home" background into the 
rough-and-tumble world of the 
professional journalist. 
It was on Mount Tamalpais in 
1920, after riding the old railway 
to the top. that Gould symbolic­ 
ally set his sights on the Far 
East. He was 22 then, and his 
restlessness combined with his 
professional competence h ad 
brought him to the city editor’s 
chair at the San Francisco News 
after one week on the job. The 
regular city editor had suffered 
a nervous breakdown. 
The 
picturesque capital 
of 
China, Peking, became the focus 
of Gould’s travels and after 
stints on the Honolulu Star Bul­ 
letin 
and 
the 
Japan 
Times 
(where he covered the Tokyo 
earthquake of 1923, even though 
he wasn't sure his paper had 
survived), Gould arrived in the 
ancient city. 


WHEN THE FIRST tremors 
of the 1923 earthquake shook 
Tokyo, Gould remained seated 
at his desk despite his uneasi­ 
ness, thinking that his Japanese 
colleagues, veterans of many 
quakes, would probably sit it 
out. 
But the tremors increased and 
he looked up to see that the of­ 
fice had emptied. Stepping into 
another office as the building 
started jumping around, Gould 
decided that the safest place for 
him was under a desk and down 
he went. The husky journalist 
found himself sharing cramped 
quarters with a very pretty and 
very tiny Japanese girl. 
A 
titter 
arose 
and 
Gould 
looked up to find a group of 
amused co-workers under the 
nearby desks, looking at his in­ 
congruous but fortunate circum­ 
stances. 
A few days later Gould was 
editing a hand set “ Earthquake 
Extra" in place of the Japan 
Times. But within a few weeks 
the paper was back in full swing 
and several months later he felt 


the urge to move on to Peking. 


“PEKING WAS a town of tre­ 
mendous romance," Gould mus­ 
ed the other day in his Mill 
Valley honle at 299 Hillside Ave­ 
nue in the shadow of Mount 
Tamalpais. “ Just the sight of it 
on a map was for me like cat­ 
nip to a cat." 
His first job was as news 
editor of a small English lan­ 
guage daily run by the ministry 
of communications of China’s 
current warlord ruler. Gould lost 
his post when the paper’s bene­ 
factor w as deposed and he joined 
United Press and the Peking 
community of foreign correspon­ 
dents. 
“ We . . . trundled about to­ 
gether in our rickshas, carefully 
keeping an eye on each other 
except when a sudden emergen­ 
cy scattered us on our own," 
Gould wrote in his book, “ China 
in the Sun," published in 1946. 
Gould lived in the diplomatic 
quarter, not far from the walled 
imperial city. 


BUT IF IT was romantic Pe­ 
king that had attracted the news­ 
man to China, it was compara­ 
tively commercial, westernized 
Shanghai which held him. 
“ Shanghai was a big turmoil 
of a town," Gould recalled. It 
was here in 1931, that he joined 
the Shanghai Evening Post and 
Mercury, an association that 
lasted for 19 years, including 
several years during World War 
II when the paper was published 
in New York and, for a while, in 
a cave outside Chungking, safe 
from Japanese bombs. 
Gould decided to make Shang­ 
hai his home and eventually be­ 
came a prominent figure in the 
community, to the point where 
he was elected director of the 
Chinese-American Chamber of 
Commerce during the post-war 
years. 


BUT IT WASN’T always easy, 
and although Gould's hard nosed 
newsman’s attitude won him re­ 
spect, it also drew censorship 
efforts by Chiang Kai-shek dur­ 
ing the formative years of his 
Nationalist regime and 
later 
bombings instigated by the Jap­ 
anese after Chinese troops with­ 
drew from the city in 1937. 
During this period Gould start­ 
ed to carry a gun wherever he 
went and developed the habit of 
never sitting with his back to 
the door. 
His top Chinese associate was 
assassinated in a cafe one day 
as he sat drinking tea and 
Gould’s name appeared or. a list 
of people to be “ arrested," 
which Gould interpreted to mean 
“ shot." 


THE PAPER was bombed sev­ 
eral times during this period, 
but not too effectively, Gould 
says, although one of the blasts 
shattered the glass in his office 
window at 5 a m. before he ar­ 
rived to work. 
The paper’s owner, C.V. Starr, 
took Gould to New York with 
him in 1941 to start an American 
edition when the Japanese take­ 
over appeared imminent, 
Later that year, two days after 
the bombing of Pearl Harbor, 


Gould found himself seated op­ 
posite President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the White House, 
explaining his views on the Jap­ 
anese. 


THE PRESIDENT asked to 
see Gould follow ing a press con­ 
ference and kept the tremendous 
pressures of the war crisis at 
arm's length for about 20 min­ 
utes as he queried Gould about 
his experiences. Gould modestly 
said the president was just tak­ 
ing a break from the pressure of 
office, but Roosevelt was knoton 
for his habit of going outside 
regular channels to get a differ­ 
ent slant on problems. 
After the war Chiang Kai- 
shek’s regime began to grow 
corrupt from being in power too 
long 
without 
any 
opposition, 
Gould said. 
By 1949. it had become just a 
question of time before the Com­ 
munists took control of Shang­ 
hai. The foreign community did 
not view the Communist ap­ 
proach with “ complete dismay," 
Gould wrote in 1951, “ because 
we had suffered increasingly 
from maladministration by most 
of the members of the National­ 
ist regime." 


“WE THOUGHT the Commu­ 
nists might really liberate the 
city," Gould said, and for about 
two weeks after the Communists 
moved in, censorship was nil. 
Then a wage dispute devel­ 
oped in his plant on June 14. and 
Gould was forcibly detained by 
the workers. He retaliated by 
ordering the paper closed. This 
violated the one rule the Com­ 
munists had laid down: That no 
business could shut down. 
The next day Gould’s workers 
wanted him to delete an article 
(“ fair and factual," Gould said) 
describing the new regime’s fail­ 
ure to provide a new universal 
wage formula for the city and 
the chaos resulting therefrom. 
(Currency values were so un­ 
steady that wages had to be fig­ 
ured on a formula based on the 
value of various types of com­ 
modity.) 


GOULD ORDERED the story 
printed “ as is," but the paper 
never appeared from that time 
on. 
Gould was subjected to re­ 
peated “ lock-ins" in his office 
as the Communists tried to get 
him to give up control of his pa­ 
per. The longest of these lasted 
three days and two nights, with 
no sleep, a few cookies for food 
and inadequate water. 
Gould was equally stubborn, 
and on July 1 he resigned as 
editor and in his function as pub­ 
lisher ordered the plant shut 
down. 


A VIOLENT campaign of vili­ 
fication was launched against 
Gould by the union and in the 
Chinese press. “ Brutal," “ ty­ 
rannical" and “ sneering" were 
the adjectives that appeared in 
“ news" stories and posters. 
The workers even attempted 
to force their way into his apart­ 
ment once, and Gould was later 
charged with assaulting four of 
them during the fracas. 
Gould and his wife, Dorothy, 
were unable to get exit visas 


until a settlement was reached. 
Owner Starr finally agreed to a 
“ handsome payoff" to the work­ 
ers, Gould said, and he and his 
wife sailed from Shanghai Sept. 
25 with “ 1,300 other thankful 
people." 


DESPITE 
HIS 
experiences, 
Gould blames United States for­ 
eign policy for the Communists’ 
hostility 
toward 
the 
western 
community in Shanghai. 
“ We missed the boat” in not 
leaving the Chinese alone to 
work out their own problems, 
said Gould. “ The Chinese and 
Russians had little in common, 
but we pushed them into each 
others’ arms" by backing a cor­ 
rupt Nationalist regime. 
The idea should have been to 
“ stay, do our best, and possibly 
have an influence on events," 
Gould said. 
“ Instead, we thought we had 
to tell them to do it our way. 
We were too big for our britches. 
Now we’re suffering from the 
same thing in Vietnam," he 
continued. 


GOULD IS pleased that “ Pres­ 
ident Johnson seems anxious to 
take a new approach to China." 
Regardless of U.S. 
foreign 
policy, Gould doubts whether his 
paper would have lasted under 
the Communists. 
“ They couldn't catch on to the 
idea of a free press," he saiJ, 
“ they were so used to a news­ 
paper 
being 
in 
somebody's 
pocket." 
Back in the U.S., Gould joined 
the Denver Post and concen­ 
trated on a long-standing inter­ 
est: Automobiles. He drives a 
bright red Porsche named Rote- 
maus, and has no love for big­ 
ger cars. 


IN FACT HE prefers trucks, 
and frequently surprised auto 
dealers in Denver by choosing 
them over big cars as test driv­ 
ing vehicles. Like Porsches, they 
are practical, precision instru­ 
ments, Gould says. 
There is something dogged, 
precise and tough about Gould, 
too, and he says: “ The Porsche 
represents a lot of my philoso­ 
phy. Not a lot of show and just 
as big as need be." 
In early 1958, Gould's wife, 
Dorothy, died and he left Den­ 


ver to come to Mill Valley. More 
than a year later he married his 
present wife, Agnes, an old 
friend of both his and Dorothy’s. 
Soon after, he joined the I-J 
staff. 


GOULD IS proud of the fact 
that, at age 61, he was able to 
hold his own in a strange com­ 
munity as desk man, reporter 
and editorial writer at the In­ 
dependent-Journal. The paper’s 
“ general craftsmanship is as 
high as any paper around. Its 
requirements are as exacting as 
any I’ve come across." 
He said Bryce W. Anderson of 
the I-J “ is one of the great city 
editors of the world." 
The restlessness and curiosity 
about other ways of life that 
once moved the newsman are 
still there. 
He and Agnes are currently 
traveling 
around 
Mexico 
in 
Rotemaus. When he retired from 
the Independent-Journal in Jan­ 
uary, 1964, he embarked on a 
trip around the world, and al­ 
though he returned at the end of 
the year for another brief stay 
at the paper, he finds happily 
that he is not addicted to work. 
Another trip, this one to Europe, 
is slated for May. 


GOULD IS restless about re­ 
tirement, too. Besides Roosevelt, 
he has been sounded out by 
Herbert Hoover, Sen. John F. 
Kennedy, and Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield at vari­ 
ous times in his career, and he 
finds it difficult to be outside the 
mainstream now. 
“ There is really a vast and 
permanent problem about con­ 
structive use of those who know 
politics, economics, science and 
industry yet who are put out to 
pasture when they step out of 
executive roles," Gould said. 
“ My best conclusion about my 
years abroad is that the United 
States tradition, to which we 
should return, ought to be one 
of giving top attention to our 
own business, and secondarily 
to work with whoever is trying 
to help his own people, honestly 
and constructively. We should 
quit giving credence to labels, 
and should learn to put our­ 
selves 
in 
the 
other 
fellow’s 
position."

The life of concert violinist- 
teacher Vlado 
Kolitsch, 
who 
now lives in San Rafael, has 
been filled with extraordinary 
circumstances and events. 
He maintained his music by 
playing the violin in public at 
the age of 7 and was graduated 
from the Academy of Music in 
Zagreb in Croatia, Yugoslavia, 
in 1919. But because his mother 
wished him to be an engineer, 
he attended Prague University 
in Czechoslovakia and was grad­ 
uated in 1923 in languages and 
engineering. 
He maintained his music by 
practicing secretly eight hours 
a day at Thun Palace, the resi­ 
dence of »he British ambassa­ 
dor, who was interested in his 
career. 


ALL OF THIS training proved 
valuable, because Vlado not only 
became an outstanding violinist 
and teacher but used his training 
in engineering to invent the Ko­ 
litsch violin shoulder rest now 
used all over the world. 
And his language skills — he 
speaks 12 languages—were later

THE RENOWNED violinist be­ 
came a resident of the U n i t e d 
States and taught in New York 
City until 1955, when he and his 
wife came to Southern Califor­ 
nia for her health. To meet all 
the expenses he had to sell his 
Stradivarius violin. 
After coming to this country 
he had been appointed by the 
late President Eduard Benes of 
Czechoslovakia as head of the 
violin department at the Acad­ 
emy of Music in Prague. But he 
was forced to refuse the appoint­ 
ment when the Communists took 
over the country after the end 
of World War 11. 
In this country, Kolitsch gave 
many benefit recitals with the 
entire proceeds going to tl»e 
cause of liberating Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 


HE DID THIS not only be­ 
cause he was violently opposed 
to Communism and Naziism but 
because he felt he owed a debt 
of gratitude to many f a m o u s 
Czechs. These included the late 


President Jan Masaryk, who 
had assisted 
him 
financially 
with his career, and his teach­ 
ers, Vaclav Huml. Jan Marak 
and Ottakar Sevcik. 
One of the most extraordinary 
events in his busy life concern­ 
ed how he was able to study two 
and a half years with the world 
famed violinist and teacher Leo­ 
pold Auer. 
“One night in New York,” he 
recalls, “Mrs. William H. Mitch­ 
ell called me to play outside the 
bedroom of her 
mother 
who 
was enormously wealthy and 
who was dying of cancer. I 
played several selections, in­ 
cluding the Bach ‘Chaconne.’ 


“THAT NIGHT she died. Later 
her daughter called me and told 
me that her mother enjoyed the 
‘Chaconne’ so much that she had 
instructed her to give me any­ 
thing 1 wanted. 
“When I told her I wanted to 
study with Auer but couldn’t af­ 
ford it, she sat right down and 
wrote a check for $15,000! 
“You should have seen the 
furore when I tried to cash that 
check—they called the police! 


“ THAT MONEY paid for my 
two and a half years of study 
with Auer and for my New York 
debut at Carnegie Hall. And 


Mrs. Mitchell also gave me a 
Steinway piano and a complete 
set of new furniture for my 
apartment.’’ 
Most recent of his extraordi­ 
nary experiences was buying 
what he and other musicians be­ 
lieved to be an Amati violin with 
a genuine Tourte bow for $35 at 
a San Kafael pawnshop. 
“The violin mignt be worth 
about $25,000 and the bow $3,- 
000,’’ he says. “The pawnbroker 
said it was pawned at his store 
by a G.I. who picked it up some­ 
where overseas and brought it 
home as a souvenir. It had gui­ 
tar strings on it!”

the lower grades, I decided this 
was the place for us to live.” 
Kolitsch adds that Hugo Ri­ 
naldi’s conducting reminds him 
of that of the young Toscanini, 
whom he knew, and that he be­ 
lieves the Marin maestro could 
hold his own conducting any 
great orchestra today. 
Kolitsch’s shoulder rest is a 
story in itself. 


THE PARTS OF the rest are 
manufactured in Los Angeles 
and sent to Kolitsch, who assigns 
them on a piece-work basis to 
workers to take home to be as­ 
sembled. They are then return­ 
ed to the Kolitsch home, where 
Mrs. Kolitsch prepares them for 
shipment to wholesalers all over 
the world. She is the owner of 
the Kolitsch Shoulder Rest Co. 
“ Some violinists don't use a 
rest at all,” says the professor, 
“ and some have padding built 
into the shoulder of their coats. 
But anyone with a long neck 
needs one. 
“ My rest makes it possible to 
hold the instrument firmly with­ 
out raising the shoulder and 
makes it so stable that it is like 
a part of the body. The h a n d 
rests on the instrument instead 
of holding it. The position, with 
the neck of the violin high, per­ 
mits the fingers in playing the 
more difficult high notes to 
move down, which is much eas­ 
ier than up.” 


THE RESULTING stability of 
the instrument, he believes, also 
makes it easier to play without 
moving the body around. 
“ If you’ve noticed,” he said, 
“ Heifetz never moves his body.” 
“ Heifetz,” says the professor, 
“ is the greatest violin technician 
who ever lived, not even except­ 
ing the great Paganini, who was 
said to have the supernatural 
ability of the devil himself.” 


KOLITSCH ONCE 
had 
the 
pleasure of playing on Paga­ 
nini’s violin when he was in 
Genoa. 
“ By the way,” Kolitsch asks, 


“ did you know that very ad­ 
vanced students are sometimes 
hired to rehearse concertos with 
the orchestra in place of the top 
artists or concert-masters so 
that the orchestra may become 
accustomed to the violin part? 
Some of my students have been 
used for this purpose in New 
York.” 
Although Kolitsch made his 
San Francisco debut as a con­ 
cert violinist to good critical re­ 
view in the Masonic Temple in 
November of 1963, and plans to 
continue more recital work, his 
major interest now lies in teach­ 
ing young people. 


“ TEACHING IS more reward­ 
ing to me than giving concerts,” 
he says. “ Once a concert is 
over, what’s left? Nothing. In 
teaching I develop talent, and 
that is something to pass on to 
posterity.” 
He teaches now in a studio 
at the Music and Art Institute 
in San Francisco and at the Vio­ 
lin Institute of California, which 
he has just founded in San Ra­ 
fael. 
Kolitsch m a k e s sufficient 
money from his shoulder rest— 
1,500,000 have been sold to date 
— that he can afford to make 
sacrifices in connection with his 
teaching that might otherwise be 
impossible. 


H E IS PLANNING to make 
the institute, which is located at 
1732 Lincoln Avenue in one of 
the old San Rafael mansions sur­ 
rounded by five acres, into a 
non-profit foundation so that tal­ 
ented young people of limited 
means can become students as 
well as others more fortunate. 
“ I hope to attract students 
from all over the United States,” 
he says. “ There is a great short­ 
age of qualified symphony vio­ 
linists. A very hard core training 
school is needed to produce a 
new generation of highly skilled 
performers. 
“ The only other alternative 
will be to import them from 
Europe.”

“ The well-trained dog is a 
good neighbor’s dog. 
And that, says Dave Munro of 
San Anselmo, president of the 
Marin County Dog Training Club 
Inc., is the basic reason why 
every dog-owner should enroll 
himself and his pet in the obedi­ 
ence classes offered by his 
organization. 
Nor, adds Munro. are the 
benefits restricted to dog-owners 
and their neighbors. The dog, 
too, is a beneficiary. 


“ A DOG THAT has had train­ 
ing—and one that is not allowed 
to roam at will—is a dog under 
control,” Munro says,” and he 
will be a happier animal and 
a finer companion because of 
it.” 
Literally hundreds of Marin 
dogs have been schooled in 
obedience 
under 
the 
Marin 
County Dog Training Club Inc. 
program since the organization 
was formed back in 1949. 
At its birth, the new organ­ 
ization announced its objectives 
as: 
1 To promote obedience train­ 
ing in Marin County so that a 
better relationship would exist 
between the community in gen­ 
eral and the dog owners of the 
community. 
2. To interest and develop the 
youth of Marin County as train­ 
ers and handlers of their dogs 
3. And to conduct an annual 
obedience trial under the rules 
and regulations of the American 
Kennel Club, 
At present, the club is offer 
ing classes in four categories- 
for children (10 to 16» for adults 
and their pets, for intermediate 
and for advanced dogs and 
owners. 


CLASSES ARE held Monday 
nights at the Armory in Santa 
Venetia, Thursday evenings at 


Brown’s Hall in Mill Valley. 
Beginning and intermediate 
courses, only, are offered at 
Mill Valley. 
There is no charge for the 
children’s course at the Armory. 
Adults are charged $15 for a 
set of eight lessons in the be­ 
ginning category, $10 for the 
intermediate and a d v a n c e d 
courses.

Some Advice From Connoisseur 
On How To Live The Good Life

from Italy, an author, lecturer, 
a wine connoisseur, a gourm et 
cook and a raconteur. 
He is also, we fear, som e­ 
thing of a windbag who, taken 
in too large dosages, could at 
tim es be a bit of a bore. 
His newest book. “ Wine and 
the Good L ife,” reflects all his 
talents and his traits. 
In the form of a series of one­ 
sided conversations — with an 
elderly friend, a young m arried 
couple who were form erly his 
students, 
the 
m em bers 
of 
a 
m en’s gourm et eating club and 
the young daughters of visiting 
friends—, Pellegrini offers his 
views of what constitutes the 
good life. And. m ore specifical­ 
ly, of the role of wine in that 
way of life. 
Pellegrini talks and talks and 
talks. R eaders, however, have 
an advantage o v e r listeners. 
They can shut the professor up. 
tem porarily, by sim ply closing 
the pages of the book. And then 
resum e their indoctrination at a 
later time. 
It is Pellegrini’s tone—rang­ 
ing from the patronizing to the 
arrogant and downright rude— 
that is som etim es annoying. But 
the content of his m essage is 
both sensible and interesting. 
There is none of the phony 
snobbery 
of 
a 
Lucius 
Beebe 
from this expert on wines and 
food. Instead, he tells us that 
while good drink and good eat­ 
ing are essential parts of the 
tem perate, wholesome, h a p p y 
life, it is the purity of the prod­ 
uct and its appeal to the in­ 
dividual palate that are im port­ 
ant—not fancy French nam es or 
other trappings. 
The professor tells us that our 
California wines com pare quite 
favorably with all but Europe's 
few really great wines.

learns that he is being used as 
a pawn in a deadly gam e of in­ 
ternational politics. 
The ensu­ 
ing struggle centers around the 
explosive m anuscripts prepared 
by a form er Yugoslav vice presi­

country. 
The 
whole 
thing 
is 
tightly 
written, meaningful in term s of 
today’s political realities, and 
totally believable. Geographical 
color is handled brilliantly, ch ar­

And the overall product 
strikes us as iirst-rate—fuller, 
more exciting, for instance, than 
Len Deighton’s excellent “ F u ­ 
neral In Berlin,” reviewed here 
recently.

In its pages, you encounter

The Rabbi's Plan 


BEHIND BARS: WHAT A 
CHAPLAIN SAW IN ALCA­

Rabbi Leibert presents not 
only an indictment of the prison 
program, but proposes a revolu­ 
tionary system that would elimi­ 
nate prisons. 
For those who commit what 
he labels “ malum per se,” the 
basic crimes against humanity 
such as murder, rape or kid­ 
naping, he urges hospital or 
clinical treatment, rather than 
prison. 
Under his plan, admittedly 
idealistic, there would be “ no 
arrest, no harsh interrogation 
or third degree, no lurid trial, 
no sensational headlines, no im­ 
prisonment” in this crime cate­ 
gory. 
The major danger here, of 
course, is the elimination of the 
trial, lurid or not. 
“ If there is doubt as to his 
commission of the crime, it will 
be much more competently and 
quickly confirmed or dispelled 
by this method,” Rabbi Leibert 
claims. 
For those who commit what 
he calls “ malum prohibitum,” 
crimes against man-made stat­ 
utes or taboos of society, such 
as gambling, liquor violations or 
misdemeanors, he proposes re­ 
habilitation centers. 
Leibert may be reaching for 
the ultimate, 
but he cannot 
be dismissed as just another 
“ bleeding heart.” 
He has a 
strong law background as an 
attorney along with his religious 
training and experience and a 
strong sense of justice. 
He adeptly uses anecdotes 
and 
character 
studies 
from 
prison life to illustrate his con­ 
tentions, and offers a glimpse 
into the thoughts and reasoning 
of convicts. 
There are passages that will 
be shocking to those who have 
not given thought to sexual life 
in prison, and a cast of tragic 
characters. 
Marin residents particularly 
will be interested in Rabbi Lei- 
bert’s experiences at San Quen­ 
tin, including a short chapter on 
Caryl Chessman. 


In Dickens' Time 


RAVENSCROFT by Dorothy 
Eden, Coward-McCann, 254 
pages, $4.50. Reviewed by 
Jean Lyttle. 


Romance and high tension 
carry the reader swiftly through 
this vividly painted tale of life 
in Victorian England 
An appealing heroine, a 
scheming pair of villains, and a 


dark, handsome hero are woven 
into a tightly knit plot structure 
that will keep the reader in 
suspense from chapter to chap­ 
ter. 
Set in the London of Charles 
Dickens, the story begins with 
two innocent sisters falling into 
the clutches of an infamous 
mother-and-son combination en­ 
gaged in the white slave trade. 
Enter the hero, Guy Raven, 
dynamic young reform politician 
who offers shelter and a love­ 
less marriage to save the repu­ 
tation of the sisters. Just as the 
headstrong and passionate hero­ 
ine begins to win the love of 
her “ husband in name only,” 
terror from the past strikes and 
the climax is reached after a 
fast gallop again through the 
crime-infested slums of London. 


West Pointer 
CAPTAIN ALDEN P A R T ­ 
R I D G E AND THE UNITED 
STATES MILITARY ACADEMY 
by Col. Lester A. Webb, Amer­

The third superintendent of 
the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point, which was founded 
in 1802, was Capt. Alden Part­ 
ridge. 
He left Dartmouth College to 
enter the academy as a cadet 
early in 1806. and was graduated 
with a commission at first lieu­ 
tenant a year later. He re­ 
mained at the academy as a 
professor, and in 
1808 w a s 
n a m e d acting superintendent. 
He remained in charge until 
1817, when he was cashiered. 
Col. Lester A. Webb (not a 
West Pointer) has delved into 
Partridge’s history and found 
that he was “ betrayed by his 
own brother officers and sacri­ 
ficed to cabal and intrigue.” 
Partridge, and not his succes­ 
sor, Maj. Sylvanus T h a y e r , 
should be revered as “ father of 
the United States Military Acad­ 
emy,” Webb contends. 
The author, a retired National 
Guard officer with a Ph.D. in 
education, has marshaled a per­ 
suasive case from research into 
the records. 
His writing, however, is ar­ 
gumentative 
and 
lacking 
in 
skill; and in attempting to make 
Partridge a hero he amasses 
such a role of villains that he 
reminds one of the doting moth­ 
er who fondly believed “ they’re 
all out of step but Jim .”

On The Stereo Scene 


A Contest 
Open To 
Marmites 


Marin poets have been invited 
to compete in the 26th annual 
statewide competition conducted 
by the California Federation of 
Chapparal Poets. 
This year’s competition in­ 
cludes to “open” adult contests; 
one limited to college students; 
four open only to chapparal 
members; two for senior high 
school students, and two for 
junior high school poets. 
Winners will be announced 
May 29 at the chaparral’s con­ 
vention in the Disneyland Hotel. 
The categories open to adult 
poets are “lyrics for folk bal­ 
lads” (24 line limit) and “hu­ 
morous and light verse” (12 line 
limit). Restricted to college stu­ 
dents is “poems on California” 
with a 24-line limit, any form. 
For senior high school stu­ 
dents, there is a “serious poetry 
contest” (24 lines or less, any 
form or subject), and a “light 
v e r s e c o n t e s t ” (eight-line 
limit). 
Corresponding categories are 
also open to junior high school 
pupils. 
The rules: 
Entries must be postmarked 
not later than April 1. 
Contestants must be California 
residents. 
Only one entry, per contest, 
is permitted. 
All entries must be typewrit­ 
ten, using eight and a half inch 
by 11-inch paper, one poem per 
page. 
Three copies of each entry (no 
carbons) must be submitted. 
Only original poems, never 
published, are eligible. 
Contestants are not to type 
or write their name on the 
poem. Poems are submitted an­ 
onymously, with an enclosed 
sealed envelope containing name 
and address of author, title and 
first line of poem, and name of 
contest to which it is submitted 
The sealed envelope accom­ 
panying entries in the school 
contests should also note the 
contestant’s grade and school. 
School entries are to be sent 
to Ellen Norris, School Contest 
Chairman, 1240 North Larimore 
Avenue, La Puente, Calif. 
Entries in the other contests 
(including the college competi­ 
tion) should go to Katlierine 
Haproff, contest chairman, 2314 
Willow Lane, West Covina, Calif. 
Prize winners are to be an­ 
nounced May 29 during the 
chaparral’s annual convention 
at the Disneyland Hotel, Ana 
heim. 
At the same time a “Golden 
Pegasus” sweepstakes trophy 
will be presented to the poet 
whose work has been judged 
best-of-best among all the prize- 
winning adult entries. A similar 
award will go to Uie best among 
all the high school poets.

Great music of the classical 
era: 
Mozart: Eine Kleine Nacht- 
mnsik; Serenade No. 10 in B 
Flat—London Symphony Orches­ 
tra conducted by Antal Dorati, 
and Eastman Wind Ensemble by 
Frederick Fennell — Mercury 
Stereo SR90412: 
Serenades were “the Muzak” 
of the classical period in music. 
They were usually composed 
especially for specific garden 
parties, 
banquets, 
receptions 
and special celebrations. Diverti­ 
mento, cassation, and nachtmu- 
sik were among the other names 
used for this same general type 
of music. 
The “Eine Kleine Nachtmu- 
sik” is so familiar by now that 
a Viennese jazz group recently 
recorded a swinging version of 
it called “A Little Night Jazz.” 
The Dorati performance is fine, 
and this is one Mozart piece that 
no one ever seems to tire of. 
“The Serenade No. 10” is the 
longer work on this album, and 
in fact on other discs takes up 
both sides with no space for an­ 
other selection. It is in seven 
varied and bewitchingly wood- 
windy movements. 
Wonderful stereo separation 
and clarity too. 


Mozart: Plano Concert! Nos. 
20 and 23, Rondo in A — Clara 
Haskll, piano with Vienna Sym­ 
phony Orchestra conducted by 
Baumgartner — Mercury Stereo 
SR90413: 
The late Clara Haskil was 
known for her loving and alive 
performances of Mozart piano 
concerti. Here are two of the 
greatest concerti in perform­ 
ances that are perfection itself. 
Every note is just right, the 
tempii are neither too slow nor 
too fast, and balance of piano 
and orchestra is excellent. When 
captured in Mercury’s f i n e 
stereo, you have an album that 
deserves a place on every record 
shelf. 
Another label recently re­ 
leased two concerto recordings 
made shortly before Haskil’s 
death and the flubs and down­ 
right wrong notes in the per­ 
formances are truly shocking. 


However, Mercury can be justly 
proud of this release. 


Haydn: Symphony No. 55, 
Symphony No. 85, Piano Con­ 
certo in D—Lamoreaux Orches­ 
tra conducted by Benzi; (In con­ 
certo) Ingrid Haebler, piano 
with Netherlands Chamber Or­ 
chestra conducted by Goldberg 
—Mercury Stereo SR99414: 
These three familiar Haydn 
compositions come out of the 
period of service to the wealthy 
Esterhazy Princes in Hungary, 
w h e r e although Haydn was 
forced to wear a servant’s liv­ 
ery, he had at his disposal a 
private resident orchestra, chor­ 
us, and even an opera house. It 
was compositions such as these 
that made Haydn an interna­ 
tional celebrity even while he 
was still in the service of the 
princes, and which eventually 
make us recall these aristocrats 
c h i e f l y as the employers of 
Haydn. 
The performances and sound 
are again excellent. 
While other versions may have 
a very slight edge in either de­ 
partment, none of them contains 
all three works or similar works 
on one hour-long disc as does 
this one. The usual 20 to 25- 
minute limit per side on most 
stereodiscs would allow only two 
of the three pieces, one to a side. 


Haydn: Symphony No. 100 in 
G “Military”; Beethoven: Sym­ 
phony No. Sin F “Pastoral”— 
L o n d o n Symphony Orchestra 
conducted by Antal Dorati—Mer­ 
cury Stereo SR90415: 
The “Military” symphony has 
been available before on another 
Mercury disc, but this is the 
first appearance of a Beethoven 
Sixth conducted by Dorati. The 
combination of the two more- 
than-familiar compositions is in­ 
teresting. 
Edward Downes, in his liner 
notes which are among the best 
I have ever seen on recordings, 
describes the background of 
Haydn's symphony and t h e n 
takes Haydn through his encoun­ 
ter with Beethoven and their 
eventual rather strained friend­ 
ship, finally concentrating on the 
younger composer and the story 
b e h i n d his “Pastoral” sym­ 
phony.

The proprietor told her about 
a new water-base “ thick as 
mayonnaise” paint, and when 
he explained to her how it vir­ 
tually eliminates dripping and 
messy splatter, she was sold. 
The thought of going out on a 
date 
with 
a 
paint-splattered 
hair-do was too much. She was 
also happy to know that this 


paint wouldn’t ruin the floor or 
furniture. 


SHE LEARNED too, that the 
new latex paints spread easily, 
dry quickly and can be re­ 
touched without brush or roller 
marks showing—highly encour­ 
aging news for a novice painter. 
And the range of colors from 
which to choose widened her 
eyes with delight. 
Having bought enough paint 
and the correct equipment—a 
roller with extension arm for the 
ceiling, a roller pan, and a two- 
inch brush for the wall trim— 
she was ready to begin painting. 
First, she “ cut in” with the 
brush along the line where the 
ceiling meets the walls, using 
the lid of the paint container as 
a palette. When she had gone 
all 
around 
the 
room, 
she 
switched to the roller with the 
long handle attached, and paint­ 
ed the ceiling in “ short order” . 


THERE WAS only one mishap 
(and fortunately, it proved to be 
a minor one): She dropped the 
roller (loaded with paint) on the 
floor. However, a quick once­ 
over with a damp sponge erased 
all signs of any accident. 
The ceiling finished, she tack­ 
led the woodwork. The new thick 
paint left no paint specks on 
the window panes, and because 
she used masking tape to form 
an edge against the woodwork 


pieces, the tedious task of paint 
scraping was eliminated. 
Then all she had to do to pre­ 
pare the brush, roller and pan 
for painting the walls was sim­ 
ply to wash them with water 
and detergent. 
To paint the walls, the first 
step again was “ cutting in” with 
the brush. She did this very 
carefully at the top of the walls 
to avoid getting paint on the 
clean white ceiling. She also 
was very careful in the corners 
where the two different wall 
colors would meet. 


WHEN SHE had finished ‘cut­ 
ting in,” she was ready “ to 
roll.” For the top part of the 
walls she attached the long han­ 
dle to the roller. Because the 
paint she used required no thin­ 
ning or stirring, she finished her 
painting project in record time. 
A little polishing of the fur­ 
niture pieces she selected from 
the attic and some feminine cur­ 
tains 
with 
a 
matching 
bed­ 
spread. and her project was suc­ 
cessfully completed . . . in more 
ways than one. 


She had a sparkling clean 
and delightfully decorated new 
room, but, just as important, 
she proved to her proud parents 
that, when given full reign on a 
responsible project, she meas­ 
ured up to the task with flying 
colors.

A SMALL vibrator sander isn’t 
going to be of much help if most 
of your sanding operations are 
heavy duty. Nor will a disc sand­ 
er satisfy your needs if you are 
primarily concerned with the 
final finishing of wood or metal. 
(’.ranted, then, that the type 
of sander chosen is most impor­ 
tant, let’s look at some of the 
more common kinds of portable 
power sanders now on the m ar­ 
ket. 
The vibrator sander has a 
magnetic power unit and oper­ 
ates only on AC because it is 
activated by the pulsations of al­ 
ternating current. It is an ex­ 
cellent light-duty machine that 
should not be expected to be a 
workhorse. 


AN O R B IT A L or oscillating 
sander, which operates on either 
AC or DC, will handle larger 
jobs. Like the vibrator sander, 
it is essentially a final finishing 
sander, but is strong enough to 
handle rough sanding on occa­ 
sions. 
Portable belt sanders, with 
abrasive belts which run con­ 
tinuously over pulleys or drums, 
are what might be called power- 
plus machines. They can handle 
any job which falls into the rug­ 
ged category. However, in this 
case, as with the sanders men­ 
tioned above, the type of abra-

sive used plays a part in what 
can be done. 
Thus, using a fine grade abra­ 
sive belt would enable the belt 
sander to tackle delicate work, 
but the operator would have to 
handle the machine carefully. 


T H E D ISC sander, either as a 
separate machine or when used 
at the busines end of a portable 
electric drill, is mainly for the 
rapid removal of stock where an 
exceptionally fine finish is not 
important. 
A new type of sanding disc 
does away with this tendency if 
used with extra care, yet doesn’t 
change the principle that it’s a 
tool for rugged work. 
Portable sanders get a job 
done faster. But they don’t take 
the place of patience. 
Whether you use an electric or 
a hand sander, nothing substi­ 
tutes for careful operating pro­ 
cedures.

The exact date of Arbor Day 
varies from state to state, but 
all states celebrate the event 
with appropriate planting cere­ 
monies. 
The idea began in the Midwest 
to forest areas plagued by high 
winds and soil erosion. Now the 
traditional planting day often is 
devoted to enhancing the beauty 
of a public building or roadway. 
In California, Arbor Day is 
celebrated on Luther Burbank’s 
birthday, which falls on March 
7—tomorrow. 
With Arbor Day falling on 


Tea Tree Is 
Hardy, Yet 
Different 


Whether that intrepid explor­ 
er, Captain Cook, ever had to 
resort to brewing tea from the 
Australian Tea Tree is debat­ 
able, but the genus Leptosper- 
mum of Australasia gained a 
common name that has “ stuck" 
throughout the years. 
Chances are, Captain Cook, 
like everyone else, preferred 
that his tea come from the dried 
leaves of a close relative of the 
camellia, the true tea plant. 


AT ANY rate, California gar­ 
deners gained some good friends 
when the “ teas" were intro­ 
duced here many years ago. 
The Australian Tea proved an 
excellent screening and wind­ 
break shrub, thriving under the 
most difficult conditions. The 
shrubby tea plants (broom teas) 
provide a nice range of colorful 
flowers. 
Time was when the shrub 
forms were available only with 
tiny pink or red flowers and 
were a little difficult to main­ 
tain in our gardens. This was all 
changed when Dr. Walter Lam- 
merts, a noted rose hybridizer, 
developed some new hybrid teas 
in the 1930s 


YOU WILL find the “old- 
tim er”, big. bold, rapidly-grow­ 
ing Australian Teas, as well as 
the more modest in habit shrub 
types 
in 
your 
nursery 
now. 
Cut back the plants after they 
have flowered and you are like­ 
ly to get another show in late 
summer and fall. 
The “ teas” like anything but 
damp, soggy soil. 


Sunday this year, it gives the 
home gardener a wonderful op­ 
portunity to celebrate in his 
own way. His nurseryman has 
a display of recommended trees, 
both deciduous and evergreen. 
Marin is fortunate in having 
climate that will support a vast 
array of trees. All the gardener 
needs to do is pick a size adapt­ 
ed to his own particular garden. 
His nurseryman can assist him 
in this decision. 
After the size is determined, 
the function is to be considered. 
Deciduous trees permit sun­ 
light to filter into areas that 
are more desirably shaded dur­ 
ing the summer. E v e r g r e e n 
trees provide shade and screen­ 
ing from neighbors and winds 
the year around. 
Flowering 
trees 
provide 
a 
beautiful show of color in spring, 
and in some cases (as mag­ 
nolias) 
through the summer. 
Many spring-blooming trees pro­ 
vide colorful foliage or berries 
in fall. 
When you purchase your tree, 
be sure to ask your nurseryman 
for planting and staking instruc­ 
tions. 


The Flowering Fruits Require Little Core 


Flowering fruits are, as a 
class, self - reliant performers. 


They are bred to produce a 
spectacular mass of bloom in 
the spring, and that is what 
they are going to do—without 
very 
much 
help 
from 
you. 
Naturally, a little care at plant­ 
ing time gets them off to a good 
start; but after that, flowering 
fruits make few demands on a 
gardener’s time. 


TAKE THE flowering crab- 
apple as a case in point; 
There are few small trees 
that ask so little and give so 
much Their irregular, spread­ 
ing structure give an important 
design element to the garden 
all year around. And whether 
they are smothered with deli­ 
cate clouds of rosy blooms, 
clothed in their attractive foli­ 
age, or strung with bright ber­ 
ries on pic turesque, bare branch­ 
es, they are a delight to the 
eye. 
Yet the crabapple needs no 
special coddling at all. It is 
not particular about soil—will 
even thrive in clay areas—it is 


pest resistant, and needs only 
light pruning. 


THERE ARE many forms of 
the flowering crabapple avail­ 
able, ranging from low, broad, 
spreading types to tall, vase­ 
shaped varieties. 
Blossoms, which start appear­ 
ing in April and May, range in 
color from rosy red to palest 
pink to white, and their fresh 
appeal is heightened by the fact 
that the leaves open with the 
fragrant blossoms. 
Many va­ 
rieties 
of crabapple 
produce 
small edible fruits in the fall, 
which are delicious in jams and 
jellies. 
The flowering plum is an­ 
other easy-to-care-for tree, us­ 
ually blooming earlier than the 
crabapple, and setting its dainty 
pink or white blossoms on bare 
branches. The purple and red- 
leafed varieties are valued as 
much for their striking foliage 
as for their appealing flowers, 
and are popular for the vivid 
contract they make against gray 
or green backgrounds 


tolerate almost any soil condi­ 
tions. They should be planted in 
the sun for good leaf color, but 
will take some shade. 
The flowering cherry tree is 
considered by many to be the 
glamour girl of the flowering 
trees, and it performs splendid­ 
ly in Marin. The cherry must 
have deep, perfectly drained 
soil, and should be watered 
thoroughly at infrequent inter­ 
vals when young. 
The most spectacular of all 
flowering trees where blossoms 
alone 
are 
concerned 
is 
the 
popular 
flowering 
peach. 
It 
needs more attention than other 
flowering trees, because it must 
be sprayed for peach-leaf curl 
when d o r m a n t and pruned 
heavily after flowering. How­ 
ever, the extra care it requires 
is more than compensated for 
by its showy pink, white or red 
blossoms thickly strung on bare 
branches in early spring. 


AS WITH ALL flowering trees, 


its beauty should be excuse 
enough for being, but in this 
tree further justifies its exist­ 
ence by producing (if you plant 
varieties such as Saturn. Double 
Delight and Altair) a fine crop 
of juicy peaches. 
Plant it where it gets good 
drainage 
both 
summer 
and 
winter. 
It is a good idea to visit your 
nursery now and ask about the 
flowering fruits m e n t i o n e d 
above Many of them have not 
come into bloom yet, and if you 
set them out now you will get 
the benfit of their blossoms this 
spring. 
Whether you plant these flow­ 
ering fruits bareroot or from 
containers, remember that you 
will be enjoying them for a long 
time to come, so get them off to 
a good start with a large hole 
and plenty of organic matter in 
the soil. When planting from a 
container, take care in remov­ 
ing the tree so that you don’t 
damage tender new roots.

A bumper crop of visitors put 
more than a quarter of a billion 
tourist dollars into circulation in 
Northern and Central California 
last year, according to Albert E. 
Schlesinger, president of the San 
Francisco Convention and Visit­ 
ors Bureau. 
Tourist visitor spendings in 
this part of the state were up 
12.5 per cent in 1964-1283,914,580 
as compared to $252,275,000 in 
1963. 


CONVENTION visitors to San 
Francisco added another $75,- 
955,346 to th e regional econ­ 
omy, boosting the total to a rec­ 
ord 358 million dollars. The San 
Francisco area share of the 
total visitor industry income 
w a s a healthy 
150 million 
dollars. 
Over four million out-of-state 
travelers flocked to Northern 
and Central California last year 
as against three-and-a-half mil­ 
lion during the previous year. 
The Bay region attracted 3,007,- 
800 of these visitors. 
“And these statistics do not in­ 
clude the number of Southern 
Californians visiting the Bay 
Area,” Schlesinger points out. 
“If we had a good yardstick in 
this category, we could add a 
large figure to our totals.”

Here's Some Advice 
On Packing For 
Your Trip By Air 
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The day is not far off, so the 
sages say, when a traveler will 
be able to go around fhe world 
with nothing more than a kit of 
disposable paper garments. 
The fashion forecasters see 
plastic shoes molded to any 
shape or size and miracle fab­ 
rics forever free of wrinkles. 
Until all these wonders are 
within the reach of every man, 
the tourist still faces the prob­ 
lem of how and what to pack for 
a trip abroad. 


IF YOU ARE f'y'ng, reports 
Pan American Airways, you 
must first of all be aware that 
your free luggage allowance is 
44 pounds “ Economy” and 66 
pounds “ First Class.” You need 
not weigh in, however, such 
items as coat, camera, umbrella, 
binoculars, reading matter and 
handbags. 
A well-rounded wardrobe for 
a month in warm and cool cli­ 
mates will fit nicely into one 
Pullman case and one weekend 
bag. These sizes are easiest to 
handle if you have to tote your 
own luggage on occasion. 
When taking a short jaunt or 
overnight trip, leave the large 
bag in the hotel. The small one 
is ideal for all sorts of sundries 
and doesn’t take up much room 
in car or bus. 


B EFO R E YOU pack anything, 
however, make a list of what you 
think you'll need. Cut the list in 
half by eliminating all the “ just 
in case” items and keeping es­ 
sentials. Women especially are 
prone to taking too many differ­ 
ent outfits instead of a basic 
wardrobe with matching acces­ 
sories.
